THE TWINS. 


And Uauxice Seller began thus: * 
The Lartiguec division had been fight- 


Ing without a moment's respite since 
the> commencement of the engagement 
Xbey had stuck like nails at Bruckmuhl, 
at AJhrechtahauserbof and in the forest 
of Niederwald, where we had a hand-to- 
hand struggle with the Germans. 


But those terrible guns of De Bose, 


that had gained a foothold on the 
heights of Gunstett, made it impossible 
to hold the positions taken. It was 
almost worth while having sacrificed 
the splendid Michel brigade, composed 
of the Eighth and Ninth Cuirassiers and 
the Sixth Lancers, in the charge at 
Morsbroun, and whose last survivors we 
had seen sabered by the Thirteenth Prus- 
sian Hussars. This charge had only 
temporarily relieved the right wing of 
the army. We had just emerged from 
the edge of the Niederwald forest, when 
an order arrived from the marshal thai 
Elsasshausen must be retaken at an; 
cost. 


I had met my twin brother, Philippe, 


three tunes since the beginning of the 
battles. We had hardly had time to 
cheer each other with a smile of recogni- 
tion and call out from a distance:

the earth, as they came on hi serried 
columns. 


The noise was deafening. Soon black

our view, but we still kept on firing at 
haphazard. Then the thick mass that 
rose slowly upward was pierced by long 
tongues of flame. 


"The village is burning," said the old 


corporal who commanded us, while he 
continued to fire. 


We had to stick like nails. The Prus- 


sians did not dare to come to close quar- 
ters with our death dealing guns, or the 
mitrailleuses that swept the roads lead- 
ing to our positions, but they kept up a 
rain of bombs on the village.

fell on the ahingle roof, crushed it in and

We could stay there no longer. We 


had been smoked out and made the best 
of our way down stairs. 


In the streets the regiments are mm- 


cted In inextricable confusion. Philippe 
• picking op the wounded and notices me. 


"Follow ta, Maurice." 
And about thirty of us started tonm 


at a quick stop behind him amid a fright- 
ful shower of bombs that naturally still 
further accelerated our pace. 


We took refuge in a large brick struc- 


ture at the entrance of the Tillage, and 
stationed men at all the embrasures. 


There were four of us in a room with 


Philippe, who was firing at my side. At 
the end of five minutes two men of the 
Seventy-fourth were wounded; one had 
nisskull crushed and the other his breast 
half torn open. Suddenly my brother re- 
laxed his hold on his gun and he fell in 
his turn. I sprang to him. 


"Philippe, where are you hurt?" 
"lam done for," he replied; "it's my 


chest Listen: the colonel, who has also 
received his death wound, gave Capt 
Gollin and me the funds of the regiment."

"I nave eleven thousand francs in 


notes of the Bank of France in my 
pocketbook,

Aad now be quickl 
When I am undressed you must lay me 
on the bed at the end of the room and 
put your clothes by me." 


I was dumfounded and obeyed me- 


chanically. Outside we could hear wild 
shrieks amid a deafening uproar. 


'Here they are," murmured Philippe, 


again ejecting a quantity of blood. 


And be turned his fivce toward me as 


if to kiss me. 


I bent over him in a last embrace. 
At the same moment the door, which 


we' had fastened carefully, flew open. 
Three or four shots were fired hi but did 
not touch me, when a stentorian voice 
cried out:

It is the other half 
of us that is dead. 


Philippe and I had never been eepa 


rated until he entered Saint Cyr. I had 
loen rejected and my grief was terrible 
to witness. 


My mother, the holy egotist, was 


pleased at it. You con guess why. 


My father, chief of battalion, had been 


killed at Self erino. My sister, five years 
our senior, had been married at 16 to a 
young physician who had just settled in 
the west. 


My mother was thus left alone, as from 


pecuniary reasons she had been obliged 
to consent to our being educated at Pry- 
tanee de la Fleche. 


Perhaps, bnt for the outbreak of the 


war with Germany I might have realized 
her dream, which was to have one of UE 
study law and become a magistrate, EC 
that we could live near her. But the 
blood of a soldier coursed through oui 
veins, and as soon as war was declared I 
volunteered in Philippe's regiment 


Never were twins more entirely alike 


than we. There was absolutely nothing 
to distinguish us—that is nothing but a 
difference in intellect. I learned far less 
easily than he, but of course that could 
not be known by any outward sign.

At that moment I remembered some- 


thing; Philippe and Odette adored each 
other and had sworn that they would re- 
main faithful. Must I also steal thia 
child's love? 


What should I do? Must I cry out, "I 


am deceiving you both, I am robbing 
you, dear mother, of your sacred grief, 
and you of your affection, dear young 
girl."

Poison In the Respired Air.

Professor Brown-Sequard is reported 


to have lately informed the French Acad- 
emy of Sciences that by condensing the 
watery vapor coming from the human 
lungs he obtained a poisonous liquid 
capable of producing almost immediate 
death. The poison is an alkaloid (organic), 
and not a microbe or series of microbes, 
He injected this liquid under the skin o< 
a rabbit and tho effect was speedily mor- 
tal without convulsions. Dr. Sofuard 
said it was fully proved that respired an 
contains a volatile element far more dan- 
gerous than the carbonic acid which is 
one of its constituents, and that the 
human breath contains a highly poison- 
ous agent. This startling fact should be 
borne in mind by the occupants of crowd- 
ed horsocars and ill ventilated apart- 
ments.—Boston Journal

Slates and Terttloriea abutting tba Rock; 
mountains, and ibis mast be silted thor 
ought? before definite plans cao be forma- 
nlated for presentation to Congress. 


According to tbe Omah-t Bee It is highly 


probable tbat tbe commi'tee •will in its rec- 
ommendations follow the lines laid down by 
Major W. J. Powell, the noted Government 
engineer and geologist, whose investigs- 
tioos nave extended orera large comber of 
yean. 
Major Powell is perhaps tbe best 


living authority npon tba arid regions of 
tie West, and is thoroughly conversant 
witb tbe .possibilities of irrigation. II'S 
plan, briefly stated, ia tbe construction of 
storage reserroirs at or near tbe bead- 
waters of streams, so as to retain and con- 
trol the veat volume ot water which comes 
from th* melting o! snow on tba mountain 
aides every Spring and make it reclaim and 
render habitable a vast section of country 
That sack 
a grand public work 
IB 


practicable there is no reasonable doubt, 
and it is Only a> question o( a few years be- 
fore tbe Governmstit 01 the States mast 
undertake tbe work m self-defense. 
There 


•honld be no clashing ot authority or 
interest^ None of tbe Wes'era States and 
Territories, or f II combined, are as well 
equipped for tbe undertaking financially as 
the GoTerumeot, and none so largely inter- 
ested. 
Tbe cost is a trifle compared witb 


the resulting benefits. Even if tbe Govern- 
ment erpended twenty to thirty million 
dollars, treble that sum will be returned to 
tbe National Treasury from the tale of 
public lands reclaimed and capable of 
caltiTation. 
An addition of one hundred 


million acre* of rich but DO* arid land 
would be made to tbe tillable area ot the 
VTeet—an area greater than tbe State of 
Nebraska —if a thorough system of irrega- 
tiou is carried oat. 
Tbe Government can 


lay the foundation by storage reservoirs; 
private capital and enterprise can be relied 
upon to do tbe rest. 
(Tbe cultivation ot this vast arid b_H 
would add enormously to the productive 
wealth of the West. 
Possessed of inex- 


banstible stores of minerals, fertile valleys 
and limitless plains, at present useful only 
for stock, ths addition o( millions of acres 
of arid land to the cnl.i table area through 
the medium of irrigation would double the 
population ia a few years and make them 
practically independent of the products of 
tbeir Eastern neighbors. 


Conditions are gradually forcing this 


question to the front in the West. Them- 
roads of sawmills on the timber on the 
mountain aides exposes the snows of Win- 
ter to the warm Spring sun. 
The conse- 


quence ia rapid melting ot the snow and 
destruetive flood* in the mountain streams. 


' The retention of this water in reservoirs 


and its gradual distribution during tbe 
Summer season would have averted the 
disastrous drought which last Summer 
blighted tbe harvest m Montana, Idaho 
and other portions of the northwest. 


Maryland Democrats are refreshingly i n 


temtiag in their anxiety to "enforce the 
civil and political rights of the colored 
people." The narrowness of their major- 
ity in the Stale shows that something mad 
be done to capture tbe colored vote.

Indescribable Gayety and Brightness of the 


Street*—Point* o( Interest Where Dls- 
tarj W«» Made—A Glimpse of Home 
•nd Kitchen. 
Spain has the fortune to lie a little aside 


from the "personally conducted" Infested 
paths of travel—a Sabbath day's journey into 
Hje l«>d of romance. It* history is hong 
•boot with a glamour such as nowhere else 
conceals the scan of time or tho paltry and 
sordid moTMnent of that great dieencbanter, 
the present There is probably nowhere else 
• people having so great a part in the annals 
of the world, whose work in the vineyard of 
the nations is to entirely done and whose im- 
portance is so much a matter of sentiment. 
Most even of studious readers know more 
of the life of Spain In* the time of tho Moors 
or of Columbus than of today, and to such, 
especially now aud in Detroit, where there ia 
an especial interest in that country, tome ex- 
tracts from a translation of the description 
of Madrid, written by Edmondo de Amids, 
will be welcome. 
It gives a picture of the modem city and its 


people, written -vith the peculiarly light and 
vivid touch which distinguishes De A minis, 
and in the appreciative spirit of a genuine 
cosmopolite. 


"The train •tops," he »ys; "I get out and 


find myself In a square full of carriages, in 
the midst of a noisy crowd; a thousand 
hands were stretched out toward my valise; 
a hundred mouths shrieked In my ear. 
It is 


on indescribable confusion of porters, hack- 
men, guards, guides, boys and commissioners 
of caaas de huespedee. 
I make way for my- 


self with my elbowi and Jump into an omni- 
bus full of people and away we go. We pass 
through a large street, cross a great square, 
traverse a broad, straight street and arrive at 
the Puerta del &3L It is a stupendous sight 
It is an immense, semi-circular space, sur- 
rou»'.ed by high buildings, into which open, 
like ton torrents, ten great sireets, and from 
every street coino a continuous noisy wavo of 
people and carriages, and everything seen 
there is in proportion with tbo vastness of the 
locality. The sidewalks ore as wido as streets 
and the cafes as large as square ; tho basin 
of a fountain as large as a lake, ar.d on every 
side there Is a dense and mobile crowd, a 
deafening racket and an indescribable gayety 
and brightness in the features, gestures or 
colors which make you feel that neither the 
populace nor the city are strangers to you, 
and which produces in you n desire to mingle 
in the tumult, greet every one and run here 
and there rather to recognize persons and 
things than to see thorn for the first time. 


"I get ont at a hotel, leave it Instantly and 


begin roaming about the streets at random. 
I jump into a carriage and say to the coach- 
man 'Vuelal' I pass the statue of Murillo, 
reascend the street Alcala, traverse the street 
of the Turk, where Gen. Prim was assassin- 
ated; cross the square of the Cortes, in 
which the statue of Michael Cervantes 
stands; emerge on the Plaza Mayor, where 
the Inquisition lighted its pyres; turn back 
and, in front of the house of Lopez de la 
Vega, come out on the immense square of the 
Orient opposite the royal pnJaco, wh«re rises 
the equestrian statue of Philip IV, in tho 
midst of a garden surrounded by forty colos- 
sal statues, climb again toward the heart of 
the city, crossing other broad streets, gay 
squares and cross roads filled with people, 
then finally return to the hotel, declaring 


• that Madrid is grand, gay, rich, populous 


and chanrmg. 


SPASSH SAUCES AKB GRAVIES. 


Signer de Amicis leaves his hotel for a 


casa de hucspedes, evidently the American 


,. .equivalent of a boarding house of the better 


class, which he evidently greatly enjoyed. 
He says: 
"These guest houses are nothing more than 


families who furnish board and lodging to 
students, artists and strangers, at different 
prices, but always more reasonably than the 
hotels, with the inestimable advantage that 
one enjoys a breath of home life therein, 
forms friendships and is treated more like 
ox* of the family than Ilka a boarder. The 
landlady was a good woman in the fifties, the 
-widow of a painter who had studied at Rome, 
Florence and Naples and had retained 
throughout life a grateful and affectionate 
recollection of Italy. She, too, quite natural- 
ly evinced a lively interest for our country, 
and displayed it every day by being present 
-when I dined, recounting to me the life, death 
and exploits of all her relations and friends 
as if I were the sole confidant she had in Ma- 
drid. 
"A little good will is needed in order to ha- 


bituate one's self to certain sauoes and gravies 
jftCTiH^r to the Spanish kitchen—but I accus- 
tomed myself to them. The French, who in

but really not enough to take away Dumas' 
appetite. They are masters, among other 
things, of sweets. Then comes their puchero,

iards in every place, and I tell the truth when 
I say that I devoured it with voracious en- 
joyment The puchero is, in regard to cull- 
- nary art, what an anthology la to literature. 
It to a little of everything and the best 


'•• "A good slice of boiled meat forms the nu- 


cleus of the dish, around it are the wings of c 
fowl, a piece of sausage, lard, vegetables one 
bam; over it, under it and in all the liter- 
sUcesaregarbanzos. These are a species o: 
bean, but they are larger, more tender anc 
richer in flavor than ours. Such is the ordi- 
nary puchero, but every family modifies il 
according to its purse; the poor man is con- 
tent with meat And garbanzos; the gentle- 
man add* to it a hundred delicious tidbits.

Rapid Man Transit. 


Three hundred miles an boor Is the pro- 


posed speed for the electric postal railroad of 
the future. An experimental line has been 
erected at Laurel, twenty mile* from Balti 
more, Mi A compromise between the pneu- 
matic tube and the ordinary railroad carries 
a miniature train of two cars solely for mails 
and light parcels, without any attendance. 
The road has three rail*—one above the car 
for carrying the current, and two below 
Which carry the cars. The ears are built of 
•beet iron, and are two feet square and twen- 
tyxnie feet long. Speed will be regulated and 
power or brakes applied by electricity sole- 
ly. It the experiment at Laurel succeeds, it 
fi stated that similar roadswill bo laid be- 
tween Baltimore and Washington, and else- 
wainv-Frank Leslie's newspaper.
